In an article on "The Bul« of tbe Qold 


Kines" in the North American Review for 
May, 1892, Senator Stewart lays: 


"Tbe advocates of gold express great 


anxiety to make each doll at as good as 
•very other dollar. 
Tbia may be done, it 


ia true, by a promise to redeem one dollar 
ID another dollar, 
Tbe Government ma> 


promise to redeem its paper money and its 
silver money la gold coin. 
"While such a 


promise can ba maintaioed, the paper 
money and the silver money are as good as 
tbe gold money, but the silver money ia 
such a case is merely credit money, de- 
pending upon tbe promise to redeem in 
gold for its Yalu?, and U no better than 
paper money. 


"The only possible vnv to make a silver 


dollar us good as a ynld dollar, in the full 
sense of the eipres^ion, is to restore it to 
the place it occupied previous to 1878. 
Give it the money functiou; treat it aft tbe 
money of the Con-UUotion; open the mints 
to its free coinage; make an unlimited de- 
mand for it at a fixed ptice, and tbe price 
so fixed at Ibe mint will be the market 
price of tbe bullion; for uo one eUe will 
hell 412% graios of silver for lees than n 
dollar if be can have it exchanged at Ibe 
mint for a dollar. 
This method htis I een 


tried and never failed. 
It is tl\p mode pre- 


scribed by tbe Constitution, i,,d jrsad by 
tbe Dutuoorutic party iu 1880 and 1884, 
ond by the Rbputlirun purty in 1883, bat 
now repudiated by a Republican adminis- 
tration, 


"The fuot that iha Executive Depart- 


ment bai prevented the ti.se of silver as 
money tor eighteoa years, by obstructing 
the passage of a free coin.ige Uw and I y re- 
faging to recogniztj silver coin a* money 
lor the purpose of paying national obliga- 
tions, is a warning which tho people can- 
not afford to disregard.

JOURNAL of the 21st instant contains a letter 
from General B. M. Clarke to which I wiah 
to call attention. The quotation from the 
Territorial Enterprise is not quite accurate, 
and being separated from tbe context ap- 
pears to have misled tbe General. Ia 1491 
speech in the Senate on tbe 12th mutant, 
which appears iu the Congressional Record 
of tbe 13th, I was showing the necessity of 
maintaining ailver at a parity with gold, 
which is the established policy of the Gov- 
ernment as decland in the act of July 14, 
1890. 
In the course of tbat argument I 


said: 


WHAT LEOISLiTION CAK DO. 


The bullion in the silver dollar as com- 


pared with gold is worth only about 67 or 
68 cents; but it is the established policy of 
tbe United States, as declared in the act of 
1890, to maintain the two metals (gold and 
silver )OD a paiily with each other upon tbe 
present legal ratio. 
If this policy were 


established or maintained it would make 
no difference to "the holder of a United 
States note, or a Treasury note, or any 
other obligation against tbe Government 
whether he received gold or silver. Tbe 
question is, how can the e«t*blished policy 
of the United States be maintained. 


It was maintained from the foundation 


of tbe Government until 1873 by allowing 
the owner of bullion, whether it was silver 
bullion or gold bullion, (o have it coined at 
tbe mint into dollars for bis benefit at tbe 
ratio established by law. 
By tbe Act of 


1873 the owner of silver bullion was de- 
nied tbe privilege of taking his bullion to 
tbe mint for coinage. His situation was 
very -similar ia that respect, as my col- 
league (Senator Jones) uuggested the other 
day, to a farmer who should be denied 
under any circumstances the right to grind 
or have ground his wheat into flour while 
bis neighbors enjoyed that privilege. The 
price of the wheat which was denied ao- 
c«s3 to the mill to be ground would neces- 
sarily be greatly depreciated in the market. 
Tbe same thing happened to silver when it 
was denied tbe right at coinage in 1873. 


Legislation which 
would restore tbe 


money function to silver, give it unlimited 
coinage at the mint npon the same teirai 
and conditions which apply to tbe coinage 
of gold, would establish and maintain the 
parity of the two metals. In that case it 
would make no difference to the owner of 
bullion whether it was gold or nilver, be- 
cause he oonl j have either t-xchangcd at 
the mint for com on a parity with each 
other according to the legal ratio. The 
free coinage of silver would relieve the 
Treasury Department of the neceasity of 
violating the 
Uw to maintain the gold 


standard. No one who has any knowledge 
of the subject contends that there in more 
than from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000 of 
silver bullion in the world. All other silver 
has already been used in the arts or coio«d 
for circulation. 
But it is absolutely nects- 


nury to have that surplus bullion out of 
the market to rescue the white metal from 
the bulls and bears, and make it a standard 
measure of value equally with gold. 


TBEBE IS NO HALF-WAT STATION. 


The gold standard is to be maintained 


and the rule of the gold kings peroetuated, 
the Act of 1890 must be repealed, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury must be author- 
ized to sell bonds and accumulate gold 
enough to redeem the paper money an i 
the silver money now outstanding. But 
DO public man dare make ao monstrous a 
proposition. If silver is to be need 09 
money, the silver in the silver dollar must 
b« made «qaal ja value to the gold in tbe 
gold dollar, which can only be done by tbe 
coinage of silver upon the same conditions 
which apply to tbe coinage of gold. If 
the Government will coin 412^ grains of 
utaniJard silver into a dollar for the benefit 
of tbe depositor npon the same terms and 
oonditlons which apply to the coinage of 
25 8 grains of standard gold, gold and 
silver coin will be equal in value, and tbe 
market value of the silver bullion required 
to make a silver dollar will be tbe same as 
tbe amount of gold required to make a 
gold dollar " 


RESTORE SILVER B* ITS VBSB COINAGE. 
I cannot comprehend how this language 


can be misunderstood or interpreted as 
(•eneral Clarke appears to understand It. 
If 1 understand him oprreotly he construes 
my language to mean that 1 would put 


! more silver in the silver dollar in order Jo 
make tfca bullion in the ailver dollar equal 
in value to the bullion in the gold dollar. 
I did not so state. I stated tbat I wonld 
restore the money function to silver by'free 
and unlimited coinage, and iu tbat way re 
•tore (he parity between the two metals. 
And I remarked that that was the onl> 
possible way in which it ooold be done. If 
we should put more silver in the silver 
dollar to-day so as to make the value of tbe 
bullion in the gold dollar and the gilver 
dollar equal, such equality would not eiist 
on the following day, btcause as long as 
silver remains a commodity, its market 
value will fluctuate as compared with gold 
from day to day. Tbe only way to main- 
tain the parity between the two metals at 
the present leg* I ratio is to endow each 
metal with the same money function which 
pertains to tbe other, which can only be

IVuoh Fruit Ituforo Anting It. 


Tho following curious instance is re- 


ported by M. Sehnirer of the case with 
which f,'oi).sijii!i)tion jjopiis may be dis- 
seminated. 
While at worlf one day in 


the laboratory of Woichselbaum, he 
sent for some grapes to eat. 
The fruit 


had been kept for some time in n basket 
outside tho iavatojy and was i-'ovm'&i} 
with dust, so that tlio water in which it 
was washed was black. On examining 
it ho reflected tluit, inasmuch as the 
neighboring street was traversed by con- 
sumptive patients going to, the clinic, 
the dnst probably was charged with, 
tubercle bacilli. 
To settle this, M. 


Schnirer injected into thi'PO guinaa pigs 
ten cubic centimeters of water in which 
the grapes had been washed. One ani- 
mal died in two days from peritonitis, 
the two others died on the forty-eighth 
and fifty-eighth days, respectively, pre- 
senting marked tuberculous lesions, 
especially at the place of injection. 


Tho water in which the grapes had 


been washed was taken frpm tho faucet, 
and tho glutw cQiitainins \\ bad. been 
sterilized; neithur the \>oy who had 
bought the grapes, nor the merchant 
who had sold them, was consumptive. 
The cause of the infection was, beyond 
doubt, the dust on the grapes. This ex- 
periment illustrates the danger arising 
from thp dissemination of desiccated 
tuberculous sputa in the air.— 
Journal of rTmiUh

niUl climate of England ray fellow gar- 
k'ners are protecting their plants from 
ro&t and sheltering carefully all those 
>oltei! plants which they are going to 
>rce for the market. 
California is 


arge—twice the size of England, 1 
should say. But if you want to find a 
ilaoo hero where you would have to do 
he liko in your profession yon would 
vavo to hunt the cool and somewhat 
:reacherous bay surroundings of our me- 
ropolia, or you would have to climb the 
>oaks of our Sierras, and then you would 
lave to rcuch an elevation of 8,000 feet 
>efore finding places with a real winter. 
Wo have no winter here, and what is 
enerally called winter is understood to 
be the rainy season. This season is very 
mid, and we work at our places here in 
the foothills of tho Sierras in shirt 
sleeves today and call it a most beauti- 
ful day. 


Our foothills rival the valley; we have 


tho high mountttins at the back of us 
protecting us from the dry winds of the 
plains east of them and giving ns the 
benefit of tho warm reflection of the sun, 
\\ Inch bhiucs hero almost every day. 
Our grapes ripea at 2,000 feet elevation, 
but seven days later than those from 
the Fresno region; while our climate is 
not so hot, being easier reached by the 
winds which blow every day from the 
ocean. We can dry raisins in the sun 
in spite of tho occasional early rains 
which set in once in awhile in the hay- 
ing season, at tho end of July. 


The highest temperature 1 have re- 


corded for four years w»s 112 degs. 
Fuhr. in tho shade, i must say for a 
person coming from a cool climate, like 
that of England, this is anything but 
•vgreeable. But then 113 degs. up in the 
mountains feels nothing like that heat 
in the valley, where no air may blow at 
'.he time. Hot spells last usually from 
three to five days, and then again we 
record 90 degs. to 95 degs., or even"85 
Jegs. Fahr., for weeks at a time. By 
the time a persoti boa been living here 
for say five years he gets pretty well 
used to it and lives through it just likt 
everybody else. 


A HEALTHY CLIMATE. 


It is healthy here. The air is won- 


Jerfnlly pure, and the fogs which visit 
us from the ocean are quite pleasant, 
pure and refreshing. The Coast range 
is different altogether. 
It is affected by 


the evaporation of the ocean, and conse- 
quently cooler and temperate. 
The 


Ooa.st range cuts tho valley sharply 
from the ocean border, and its peculiar- 
ity is best demonstrated by alluding to 
tho fact that, while the grape nevei 
ripens at San Francisco, ten miles from 
it, jnst behind the Coast range, there 
lies the land which supplies the city 
lourly all the year round with the most 
lelicious strawberries. 


Most people who come to California 


isuully stop and stay at San Francisco. 
The climate is more agreeable, and there 
u-e moi'e fellow countrymen, and all the 
advantages which city life offers. 
Exit 


.he moat acceptable openings are in the 
.uterior. Gardeners, as a rule, are peo- 
i>lo who are least ufruid of anything, and 
f they cannot get a job at* their own 
U-ade, very well, they try another. 


Fruit growing is at its very best in 


California, und its climato is adapted to 
•very kind in every part. The grape 
vvil! grow and ripen, rich in alcohol 01 
-.our like a Riesling, just as you choose 
,o pick your location. The orange is at 
aouie south and north up to 1,500 feet 
uul, wonderful to note, the apple will 
ripon side by side with this subtropical 
t'ruit. 
Olives seem destined to shade 


jvery hillside which now gives ground 
to pines and underbrush, and peaches 
and apricots bring such wonderful re- 
turns that it is not surprising that Eng- 
lish capital seeks investment by the 
million. 


GOOD ADVICE. 


If only the ground is kept cultivated 


it needs no irrigation, and shoots of ten, 
twelve or even fifteen feet in length on 
two-year-old trees are something a per- 
son 7iiay see from the railroad car while 
traveling through our glorious state. 


The population of (Jttlit'ornia is still 


small. One million and a quarter is all 
this state's census gave as the number 
of inhabitants. There will bo homes for 
jnst as many as may choose to come and 
work their way. The great danger is 
that the warm climato and the ease with 
which tho soil gives a return will make 
the people too lazy 
The young genera- 


tion springing up at the present is not 
as energetic as their forefathers, from 
whatever country they came, 
Times 


have been too easy for the old folks—if 
ihey did not make any money through 
labor they did so in trading, and as a 
last and most important resource they 
can fall back upon their real estate and 
turn into money what the emigrants are 
willing to buy. The estates are too 
large altogether at present, and the 
more they are cut up the better it 
will be. 


Tho man who comes here ought to 


know a trade, and bo a handy man all 
around. He should be content to work 
for other people for n time until he gets 
accustomed to the ways of this climate. 
And ho should work at tho wages which 
the trade unions have established. As 
ho works for other people he has the bet>t 
opportunity to watch his chance without 
running any risk.—Jackson (Cal.) Cor.

Washing Little Indiana. 


We were camped at the Hot Springs 


on the Lo Lo trail, made famous in In- 
dian annals by the escape of Chief Jo- 
seph and his band of Wez Perces. Just 
above us was a large camp of Flatheads 
who were making their fall hunt. One 
morning we were awakened by shouts 
and cries. Evidently there was great 
excitement somewhere, and we promptly 
jumped up. It was just after daylight 
and cold clouds of steam were rising 
from the big basin shaped pool at the 
foot of the granite wall, from which 
poured a thick stream of boiling water. 
The pool was so large that at the lower 
edge the water was almost cold. The 
•nearer yoxi approached 
to the place 


where the water burst from the rock the 
better chance yon stood of getting boiled. 


At the edge, at a point where the water 


was of a comfortable temperature, stood 
two Indians, one on the bank and the 
other on a stone in tho water. Near by 
were a riozeu other Indians guarding a 
number of little Indian boys and girls 
who had nothing on and were howling 
and crying. 


When we looked out of the tent the 


two Indians at the pool had an Indian 
boy, one holding him by tho feet the 
other by the hands, and were gravely 
swinging him backward and forward 
through the warm water, while ho yelled 
at every dip. As soon as they had fin- 
ished with him he was set upon the bank, 
and ran to the willow brush near by. 


Then the noise redoubled, for each 


child in the group guarded by the In- 
dians feared that it was his turn. They 
all tried to escape to the brush, but their 
elders pursued and caught them, unti. 
the very last one had been put through 
the cleansing process.—New York Sun.

Moreover, since the remain- 
ing velocity of its shrapnel is a truer 
measure of tlio value of a gun than its 
initial velocity, und the two are by no 
means directly proportional, it does not 
follow that wo benefit as much as we 
might expect by submitting to these 
disadvantages. 
Thus, the 12-pounder 


aas an initial velocity of over 1,700 feet 
per second and a remaining velocity tvt 
3,000 yards of 
H63 fuet; while 
the 


13-pounder, with an initial velocity of 
only 1,5l>0 feet, has at the same range a 
remaining velocity greater by six feet 
per second than that of its rival. 


One of our highest authorities on field 


artillery has, indeed, recorded hjs opin- 
ion, 
that, as regards the efficiency of 


shrapnel, we gain nothing by tho in- 
creased muzzle velocity of "the best field 
gun in Europe" at all practical ranges.

water power in many parts of England 
for the generation of powrr for < leo- 
trical purposes, attention has liceti given 
to wind power, of which tho country is 
well supplied. 
A stnall experimental 


plant has been iu operation at a flour 
mill near London, the windmill supply- 
ing sufficient power to run a small dy- 
namo. The current is used to charge a 
storage battery, from which a number 
of arc and incandescent lamps were 
lighted nightly. Although the current 
obtained was small the experiment was 
successful in demonstrating tbo value 
of this form of power for generating 
electricity.—Electricity.
